First we saw the yellow- 
brown tailings piles (they contain a dangerous amount of arsenic). Above the townsite, 

we followed two different electric power lines; followed the steep winding railroad grade 
which brought ore from the Mercer mines; found a pit which was and still is a source of 
shale used in bricks made along the Wasatch front; and we located the water line that 

took water from Sunshine to Manning, You could see places where the workers had to 

drill and blast to put in the pipe.

ANTIQUITIES ACT ! (JUNE 8, 1906) 


CHAP. 3060.—AN ACT For the preservation of American antiquities. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
_ United States of America in Co assembled, That any person 

who shall appropriate, excavate, injure, or destroy any historic or 
prehistoric ruin or monument, or any object of antiquity, situated 
on lands owned or controlled by the Government of the United 
States, without the permission of the Secretary of the Department 
of the Government having jurisdiction over the lands on which said 
antiquities are situated, shall, upon conviction, be fined in a sum of 
not more than five hundred dollars or be imprisoned for a period of 
not more than ninety days, or shall suffer both fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 2. That the President of the United States is hereby author- . 
ized, in his discretion, to declare by public proclamation historic 
- landmarks, historic and. prehistoric structures, and other objects of 

historic or scientific interest that are situated upon the lands 
owned or controlled by the Government of the United States to be 
national monuments, and may reserve as a part thereof parcels of 
land, the limits of which in all cases shall be confined to the smalil- 
est area compatible with the per care and management of the 
objects to be protected: Provided. That when such objects are situ- 
ated upon a tract covered by a bona fide unperfected clairn or held 
in private ownership, the tract, or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary for the proper care and management of the object, may be 
relinquished to the Government, and the Secretary of the Interior 
is hereby authorized to accept the relinquishment of such tracts in 
behalf of the Government of the United States. 

Sec. 3. That permits for the examination of ruins, the excavation 
of archaeological sites, and the gathering of objects of antiquity 
upon the lands under their respective jurisdictions may be granted 
by the Secretaries of the Interior, Agriculture, and War to institu- 
tions which they may deem properly qualified to conduct such ex- 
amination, excavation, or gatherings, subject to such rules and reg- 
ulations as.they may prescribe: Provided, That the examinations, 
excavations, and gatherings are undertaken for the benefit of repu- 
table museums, universities, colleges, or other recognized scientific 
or educational institutions, with a view to increasing the knowl- 
edge of such objects, and that the gatherings shall be made for per- 
manent preservation in public museums. 

Sec. 4. That ‘the Secretaries of the Departments aforesaid shall 
make and publish from time to time uniform rules and regulations 
for the purposes of carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


' This title is not an official short title but merely a popular name used for the convenience of 
the reader. The Act has no official short title. The Antiquities Act (16 U.S.C. 431, 432, 433), as 
set forth herein, consists of the Act of June 8, 1906, ch. 3060 (34 Stat. 225).

Collecting Artifacts and 
Fossils on Public Lands 


Collecting of mineral and fossil resources is pro-_ 


hibited in certain areas being managed under special 
designations to protect their scientific and natural 
values, such as Research Natural Areas. 


Indian or Historical Artifacts 


You may_not collect any artifacts, ancient_or 
historical, on Public Lands without a permit. This 
includes arrow heads or flakes, pottery or potsherds, 
mats, rock art, old bottles or pieces of equipment and 
buildings. These items are part of our national heri- 
tage and scientists are still leaning much from 
them. Human burial remains on both public and 
private land are protected from col- 


lecting by Federal and Colorado e

Who May Get A Permit 


Permits are given to people with specific qualifi- 
cations which include related college education and 
experience, and a letter from a Bureau of Land Man- 
agement-approved repository saying they will ac- 
cept any fossils: or artifacts collected. These items 
must be placed in the repository and cannot be kept 
by the collector. , ray 





Penalties for Violations 


The different laws protecting fossils and artifacts 
provide fora variety of penalties. Though some fines 
may be smaller, in general, the maximum fine is 
$250,000 and/or up to 10 years in jail.

You may pick up 25 pounds and one piece of 
etrified wood per day, not fo exceed 250 pounds per

“year. For example, on June 1, 1994, you pick up 15 


small pieces that weigh a total of 25 pounds, plus one 
large petrified branch that weighs 100 pounds. On 
June 2, 1994, you pick up 10 more pieces that weigh 
a total of 25 pounds and one more petrified branch 
_that weighs 100 pounds. You have now picked up 
your limit of 250 pounds and you cannot collect any 
, more petrified wood until June 1, 1995. 
p It is not legal for you to sell. the 
petrified wood you have collected on pub- 
<3 lic lands. 


Invertebrate Fossils 


Invertebrates are hard or soft bod- 
ied animals without skeletal structuressuch 
as insects, crabs, clams and snails, 

You can collect common invertebrates in 
reasonable quantities, however it is illegal to sell 
your finds. Many people have enjoyed searching 
for and collecting many types of these fossils. , 

However, because of the enthusiasm of 
earlier collectors, they are becoming less 
common. Please remember toleavesome- 
thing for your grandchildren to discover. 

Invertebrates that are rare or scien- 
tifically important require a special pale- 
ontological collecting permit. Examples 

would include fossils of exceptional or rare 
preservation, or those needed for research 
projects. 


What You Can Do To Help 


Always leave vertebrate fossils and artifacts in 
place. Their location and positioning tells a scientist 
just as much about the past as the item itself. In 
addition, they canbe extremely delicate and attempt- 
ing to move them could destroy them: ' Remember 
that they have survived in place for millions of years 
and a little more time won't make that much differ- 
ence. “ava
